Faint Hope of Rescue

As soon as it was known this morn- 
ing that s6me bodies had been taken 
from the mine there was a rush for 
the morgue, and tile Inquiring rela- 
tives" and friends had to be kept back 
i!or a short time until the undertakers 
could prepare the corpses. They were 
horribly blackened and burned be- 
sides being mangled.
